Has Made 9,445 Visits in Seven Years. 


Rules Given. Appeal For Continu- 
ed Financial Help. 


An earnest appeal to citizens of Get- 


tysburg is an important part of the 
eighth annual report of the Gettys- 
burg Nursing Association for 
the 


year ending October 1. The report is 
submitted by Dr. J. A. Singmaster, 
president of the association, as fol- 
lows: 


"As president of the Nursing Asso- 


ciation, I have the honor of submit- 
ting the following brief annual re- 
port. The brevity of the report is not 
a measure of the importance and the 
blessedness of the work of the asso- 
ciation. It is in this case the proof 
and the indication that the cause has 
the sympathy and co-operation of dter 
citizens to such a degree that the 
work has been going on smoothly, re- 
quiring no extraordinary effort for its 
existence. 


"We wish to express our apprecia- 


tion of the constant and ready finan- 
cial support of our members, df the 
churches, of the various orders and 
the publit in general.' 


"We cannot speak too highly of the 


efficient and faithful services of our 
nurse, Miss Kate Briel, who has been 
with us since the beginning. -During 
these years she has commended and 
endeared herself to hundred* of fam- 
ilies to which she has ministered with 
skill and patience, _. bringing* comfort, 
and cheer to the afflicted. A summary 
of her work for the year ia^as follows: 


"Number of visits made, 1161; fam- 


ilies visited, 249, and fee received, 
$367.24. These cold figures, however 
suggestive, cannot convey, an adequate 
idea of the care and' labor involved. 
Miss Briel has served our people seven 
years during which time she has made
